Members of This Department of the War Industries Board Disband Organization and Leave for Home— 
Records Will Be Turned Over to the Chairman of the War Industries Board for Permanent Keeping— 
Forest Service to Gather Statistics of Wood Pulp Consumption and Production—Recommend 
Trade Customs for Manufacturers of Blank Books. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuincTon, D, C., December 16, 1918—The Pulp & Paper 
Division of the War Industries Board will complete its work this 
week and the personnel will disband. 

G. J. Palmer, who has handled the news print problems for 
the division, left Washington Saturday; T. E. Donnelly, chief of 
the division, will leave here Thursday; S. L. Willson, chief of the 
manufacturing branch, leaves Friday; Judge M. Hawk, assistant 
to Mr. Willson, leaves tomorrow, and H. M. Nichols, of the 
Fibre and Container Section, left Friday. These were the last 
remaining members of the division here and with their going 
the records will be turned over to the chairman of the War 
Industries Board for permanent keeping. 


To Obtain Wood Pulp Statistics 

Questionnaires will be sent out about the middle of January by 
the United States Forest Service for the gathering of the 1918 
statistics of the wood pulp consumption and wood pulp produc- 
tion of the United States. As a general rule it takes the depart- 
ment officials about five months to complete its investigation, but 
a preliminary report is generally made in March. The report re- 
quires the process, the quantity in tons, the average value per 
ton f.o.b. mill, and other such matters. The figures of the indi- 
vidual operations of the reporting firms are never disclosed and if 
the manufacturers do not have the records available they are asked 
by the Forest Service to make as good an estimate as possible. 

Questionnaires are also to be sent out about January 10 by of- 
ficials of the Service to gather the 1918 statistics for lumber, lath, 
and shingles. This statistical work generally takes from five to 
six months and a preliminiary report is also made by the Service 
in March. 

The statistics for the tight and slack cooperage stock production 
for the first half of this year is already on hand at the Forest 
Service. The statistics for cooperage for the latter half of 1918 
will also be gathered by the Forest Service and the two half 
years reported at the same time. Franklin H. Smith is directing 
these various statistical studies. 


Report on Water Power 

Henry S. Graves, Chief Forester, in submitting his annual report 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, has the following to say in con- 
nection with water power and the national forests: 

“The receipts from water power permits were $93,976.35, as 
against $106,389.48 in 1917. Ten applications for preliminary 
rental permits were received, 31 for final rental permits (of which 
28 were permits for transmission lines only), and 14 for free 
permits, of which, one was for a transmission line only. At the 
close of the year 16 preliminary rental permits, 228 final rental 
permits, and 107 free permits were in force for power projects 
involving the use of National Forest lands for reservoirs, conduits, 
or power houses, with or without transmission lines, while 142 
final rental permits and 13 free permits were in force for trans- 
mission lines only, of an aggregate length on National Forest land 
of 838.8 miles. 

“The extent to which power development has actually taken 
place on the National Forests is best evidenced by the figures 
for the estimated average output at minimum discharge of the 
projects having reservoirs, conduits, or power houses on Forest 
lands, For all permits in force at the close of the year this was 


776,709 horsepower, as against 738,450 at the close of the previous 
year. Of this, 405,368 horsepower, as against 365,208 one year 
previously, is credited to projects for which all construction is 
complete; 157,502 horsepower to incomplete projects; and the 
remainder to projects on which construction has not yet started. 

“The war has had a marked effect upon the electric-power in- 
dustry. The demand for power is increasing rapidly. It is most 
acute in the manufacturing centers of the Eastern and Central 
States and on the Pacific coast. The surplus capacity which ex- 
isted on the Pacific coast prior to the war has been absorbed, and 
it has been necessary in many instances to meet additional de- 
mands by steam power. Conditions are rendered still more acute 
by a serious shortage in petroleum, the fuel upon which steam 
plants in this territory are very largely dependent. Under these 
conditions the extension of water-power development would seem 
natural. 

“The financing of new plants or of enlargements of established 
plants, however, is made difficult by the general financial and in- 
dustrial situation. In so far as the use of National Forest lands or 
of the public domain is concerned, the uncertainty regarding legisla- 
tion is a further and a severe handicap. With the enactment of a law 
putting an end to this element of uncertainty which has so long 
exerted a paralyzing influence in power matters, there may reas- 
onably be expected enough new construction to provide for es- 
sential war needs. After the close of the war conditions un- 
questionably will be favorable to rapid and extensive develop- 
ment of National Forest hydro-electric power sites. The enact- 
ment of sound legislation that will remove the present uncertain- 
ties is greatly to be desired, from the standpoint of the interest of 
the public in having the waterpower resources employed to best 
advantage.” 

Fixing Paper Prices 

The Federal Trade Commission in its annual report to Con- 
gress has the following to say about fixing paper prices: 

“A peculiar duty was imposed on the Commission as the result of 
an agreement between the Attorney General and certain paper 
manufacturers who had been prosecuted in the courts for viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. By this agreement the Commission 
was made an arbitrator to decide on a fair selling price for news 
print paper sold by the 10 manufacturers in question. The 
Commission undertook this unsought duty and after extensive 
direct investigation and full hearings of the testimony of experts 
and of the arguments of counsel for the manufacturers and the 
consumers of news print, the Commission made decision as to 
prices. 

“Under the terms of the agreement a reopening of the case 
could be had under certain conditions and the manufacturers have 
filed requests for revision of the decision. The matter was pend- 
ing at the close of the fiscal year.” 


Production and Shipment of Papers 


The following tabulation is a summary of production, shipments, 
and stocks of all paper mills in the United States for the month 
of November, 1918. The mills have been classified for convenience 
into ten groups, according to the grades of paper made. Some 
mills making several grades appear in more than one group s0 
that there is a duplication in the number of mills.

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PAPER LABORATORY OF U. S. 
MAKES ITS ANNUAL REPORT 


F. G. Clark, Chief of the Laboratory, Makes an Interesting 
Statement Regarding the Work That Has Been Accom- 
plished During the Year—Because of the Demands of the 
War Almost All Research Problems Relating to Com- 
mercial Technicalities Have Had to Be Discontinued for 
the Time Being but They Have Not Been Abandoned— 
The Report in Detail. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., December 18, 1918—F. C. Clark, chief of 
the paper laboratory of the Bureau of Standards, made the follow- 
ing annual report to the Secretary of Commerce to-day relative 
to the work done by the laboratory during the past year: 


Investigation and Testing of Paper 

The general work of the paper section is divided into two parts, 
namely, routine testing and research investigations. Under routine 
testing, is included the testing of samples of paper and paper 
most 
cases this work includes the testing of samples to determine 
compliance with a standard specification or an accepted sample. 
Under routine testing is also included the preparation of standard 
specifications of paper for particular purposes. In some cases 
the development of a standard specification may even require the 
development of special tests designed to meet some special factor, 
by which the quality of a material may be definitely recorded. 
The paper section has assisted many of the governmental estab- 
lishments in the preparation of standard specifications and is 
continually urging upon all that paper cannot be intelligently 
purchased upon any other basis. 

In the part designated research investigations is included all 
work other than that of a purely routine nature. Under this 
heading are taken up the problems of the industry as applied 
directly to manufacturing technology. Previous to the beginning 
of the war, the paper section had under way a number of problems 
of importance to the industry. The demand of the Government 
for paper and paper products has grown so materially during the 
past year that almost all of the research problems pertaining to 
commercial technical interests have had to be discontinued. The 
work on buttermilk casein adhesives, filter paper, paper-making 
clays, sizing methods, and other problems have not been aban- 
doned, but have of necessity given way to problems having a 
more direct war bearing. 


Utilization of Wall and Plaster Board 

The use of wall board and plaster board as a building material 
for the construction of military cantonments, Government ware- 
houses, office buildings, and similar Government needs has de- 
veloped to a great extent in the past year. Wall board is a 
general term covering those types of building material which are 
used as a substitute for wood lath and plaster in partitions and 
for sheathing on the inside walls of buildings. The construction 
of the vast number of Government buildings demanded in the 
prosecution of the war required the use of a material that could 
be quickly erected, have a low cost, as well as adequate supply. 
This necessity was met by the use of over 100,000,000 square feet 
of wall board. 

Wall boards are made of paper, built up of one or more layers 
or plies that are cemented together with a binding agent such as 
silicate of soda (water glass) or other adhesive. Plaster board 
is made of three-ply construction. The inner ply is made of 
hydrated plaster of Paris or gypsum, while the two outer plies 
are made of a special paper. The finished boards are in thickness 
of three-sixteenths, one-fourth and three-eighths of an inch. 


products, for the various Government establishments. In 


Plaster board has fire-retarding properties superior to ordinary 
wood lath and plaster and far superior to the all-paper wall board. 
The strength of this material together with its fire-retarding 
properties and other qualities make it an excellent building mate- 
rial and one that will undoubtedly come into more general use 
as its properties and usefulness become more generally known, 

The term wall board applies only to that type of wall covering 
that is made entirely of old paper stock, ground wood pulp, or 
other paper-making fibers. 

Through the War Department, the Bureau was requested to 
assist in the preparations of specifications and methods of testing 
to determine those qualities required. Special methods for testing 
this wall board had to be devised, in order to duplicate as nearly 
as possible, service conditions. Samples of all the commercial 
grades were secured and tested and their relative suitability deter- 
mined. As the War Department has already used great quanti- 
ties of this material and is contemplating using much more of it 
in the near future, the need of complete data of the service of 
this type of building materials cannot be overestimated. The actual 
wall investigated at 
various cantonments and in buildings lined with wall board and 


service rendered by this board has been 


plaster board erected over a year ago. The result of this general 
investigation has been to improve greatly the quality of the wall 
Much of 
good results have been made possible by the hearty 


and plaster boards used by the Government. these 
cooperation 
of several of the large manufacturers. 

Development of Special Papers 

As a result of a demand for special papers by several branches 
of the military departments, the paper section’ has carried on 
experimental work to develop papers having special characteristics. 
An extra strong paper has been produced, having tensile and 
bursting strength greatly in excess of any commercial papers so 
far encountered. This paper can be produced commercially and 
has possibilities not only for certain military uses, but also for 
warp threads in making strong paper textiles. A detailed study 
has been made of the control of the process of manufacture, with 
the result that duplicate lots are readily produced. 

Special studies have been made of waterproof lining papers 
used in wrapping goods for overseas shipments of military 
supplies. This work has demonstrated the fact that it is necessary 
to use a craped or corrugated paper in wrapping the bales. This 
crape or corrugated feature adds the necessary stretch to the 
paper wrapping, thereby preventing the breaking open of the bale 
of goods when handled roughly. 

Paper-Testing Devices 

In connection with the development of papers of high tensile 
and bursting strength, it was found necessary to develop a tearing 
test that would enable this quality to be expressed in numerical 
values. The need of such a test is important and plans have been 
made to construct an instrument that will measure this quality. 

Means by which the sizing quality of paper could definitely be 
expressed have always been in demand by the paper industry. 
The chemical analysis of a paper does not give results that can 
be used to show relative sizing effect. With this need in view, 
a modified electrical conductivity method of determining the sizing 
quality of a paper has been used successfully, developed, and 
indications point to the fact that by this method sizing quality 
may be recorded in numerical terms. 


Filtered Paper for Explosives Testing 

Through the efforts of this Bureau, a sufficient supply of a 
special filter paper was obtained for the Navy Department. This 
paper is of the highest importance as it is required to determine 
the stability of high explosives purchased by all the military 
branches. 

Information Furnished on Paper 
Special assistance has been given in by this Bureau to the

Federal Trade Commission in connection with the news print 
investigation; to the Council of National Defense in regard to 
importation and use of china clay in the paper industries; to the 
Shipping Board relative to the use of clay, casein and rags in the 
paper industry; to the Pulp and Paper Section, War Industries 
Board, in supplying technical information (the Paper Section 
being represented on the Pulp and Paper Section) relative to the 
pulp and paper industry; to the Bureau of Mines for cooperative 
work in connection with the development of a paper as a smoke- 
filtering medium; and to the Joint Committee on Printing, and 
the several Government departments, as well as the General Sup- 
ply Committee, in connection with the preparation of specifications 
for paper and allied materials. 

It is impossible to enumerate the whole range of inquiries that 
are constantly being received, but the following will outline in 
brief the more important ones: 


Paper Containers 
Specifications of paper containers to be used for shipment of 
axle grease and similar substances overseas. A compact paper 
container was desired in connection with the conservation of tin 
and steel, and also to provide a small compact package of axle 
grease to be issued to drivers of motor cars, tractors, wagons 
and gun carriages. 


Absorbent Paper 

During the past year an absorbent material has been produced 
and placed upon the market by several manufacturing companies. 
This material is made from bleached chemical pulp. In appear- 
ance it resembles ordinary absorbent cotton, with the principal 
difference in that it is made in very thin layers which are very 
much lighter in weight than the lightest tissue paper. This. mate- 
rial is also very heavily craped. This wood pulp “cotton” is 
coming into very important use as a surgical dressing to replace 
absorbent cotton. It will absorb practically as great a weight of 
moisture as cotton and has an added advantage of absorbing 
very much more rapidly. The material being of a lower price 
than absorbent cotton and being somewhat more easily handled, 
will undoubtedly replace cotton for this class of work. Both the 
Army Medical Service and the American Red Cross are large 
users of this material and the paper section has also been able 
to interest the Public Health Service in this material. 


Paper Bandages 

The laboratory has recently received samples of paper bandages 
made from specially prepared paper. A bandage of this kind is 
not as resistant to moisture as a cotton cloth bandage, yet it has 
a number of advantages in that it is lower in price and because 
of the way in which it is made, it conforms more readily to wrap- 
ping around irregular surfaces. This paper bandage for surgical 
dressings will undoubtedly come into more and more general use: 
They are not substitutes, but should be considered in the light of 
new material, having certain advantages over 
absorbent cotton and cotton bandages. 

Many inquiries have been received covering all phases of manu- 
facturing details and the paper section has endeavored in every 
way possible to supply the necessary information desired. Several 
American manufacturers of vegetable parchment paper used for 
wrapping meats, fish, butter, cheese, etc., have had difficulty with 
both the Australian and New Zealand customs authorities in 
securing a correct classification for the American parchment 
papers. This matter was called to the attention of this Bureau 
and after considerable correspondence this Bureau was able to 
point out to the customs authorities mentioned that their regula- 
tions did not in any way restrict the American product. It was 
also called to their attention that their method of testing did not 


the ordinary 


enable anyone unfamiliar with the subject to make a correct deci- 
sion as to whether the paper was or was not a true vegetable 
parchment paper. The Bureau endeavors at all times to assist 
American manufacturers in broadening their commerial field and 
is in a position to take up with foreign authorities the discussion 
of customs regulations which might tend to discriminate against 
the American product, especially in questions where the regula- 
tions may not have been correctly interpreted. 


Assistance to Paper Industry 


Many requests for standard samples and specifications used by 
the Government have been received and complied with. In addi- 
tion. to this many specifications have been prepared to meet the 
requirements of paper for special purposes. 

The continual increase in the number of visitors is an indication 
of the growing interest which both the trade and the general 
public are taking in matters pertaining to paper and paper prod- 
ucts. A great many of these visitors are of the type that desire 
general information relative to paper and paper testing and the 
possibilities of developing specifications for paper for particular 
purposes. Since the beginning of the war, however, there has 
been a steady increase in the number of manufacturers who have 
visited the laboratory. The general purposes and aims of the 
laboratory are explained and every effort is made to demonstrate 
the necessity for carefully controlled experimental work. A num- 
ber of large paper companies have planned a way by which they 
propose to install acomplete experimental équipment similar to 
the one here at this Bureau. Such inquiries are given every pos- 
sible assistance, as it has been demonstrated that a superior and 
more uniform product is secured from those mills that are con- 
sidering manufacturing problems from a scientific standpoint. 


Summary of Tests 


The Bureau has tested for the Government Printing Office and 
Government departments 5,277 samples of paper. It has tested 
for public and private interests 420 samples of paper, making a 
total of 5,697 samples tested. This is an increase of 83 per cent 
over the preceding year and indicates the increased use of this 
branch of the Bureau’s activities, brought on by war conditions. 


Sterling Paper Mills Being Razed 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPCNDFNT. } 


Dayton, Ohio, December 16, 1918—The demolition of the 
Sterling Paper Mills at Hamilton, owned by the J. Howard Friend 
Paper Mill interests of Dayton, is proceeding. The plant is being 
razed under legal action of the Miami Conservancy ‘District, which 
is improving the river bed and bank at that point. All building 
material and machinery. which includes some of the best to be 
obtained in the trade, are to be sold. 

The Sterling mills are located on North Second street, and the 
changing of the course of the river at this point will result in 
important changes. The Conservancy Directors fully compen- 
sated the paper company for loss of its property as well as loss 
of business, it is stated, while an effort also was made to find 
another location for the company in Hamilton. Dayton, West 
Carrollton, Miamisburg and Franklin all have been mentioned as 
the site of a new mill. The only paper mill in this city not in use 
is the old American Strawboard plant in North Dayton, and this 
is not believed to be suitable to the needs of the Sterling Paper 
Company, hence a new, modern mill will probably be erected. 

The Sterling company offered to take a considerable reduction 
in damage claims if the flood directors would agree to release 
the company from any obligation to remain in Hamilton, and this 
is understood to have been done. 
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PAPER MAKERS IN NEW YORK 
GETTING AMPLE PULP WOOD 


Situation in Northern Section of State Is Much More Encourag- 
ing Than It Has Been in a Long Time Past—Prospects 
Now That None of the Mills Will Be Left Short Before 
the Next Crop Is Available—H. L. Samson Says Car- 
thage Will Have Largest Tissue Plant in the World If 
the Right Co-operation Is Exteded to His Company— 
Prosperity Ahead for News Print Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., December 16, 1918—The pulp wood situa 
tion in Northern New York is now very encouraging to the paper 
mill owners. A shortage caused last year by bad freight car 
facilities and by lack of lumberjacks to cut and handle the wood 
has passed to a large degree, and today the paper mill men find 
the crisis past and the future bright. : 

It is true that the cut of timber in the Adirondacks and Cana- 
dian forests last summer fell far the records of former 
years, but none of the mills will be left short before the next 


below 
crop is available. While there was a shortage of men in the woods 
last summer the reports indicate that the winter work will be 
satisfactorily manned and the logs skidded and loaded. The Santa 
Clara Lumber Company and the A. Sherman Lumber Coinpany 
have asked local employment agencies to send them men, the 
former asking for 100 and the latter for 15 men a week. These 
orders are being filled. 

The Newton Falls Paper Company had a contract for the 
cutting of 30,000 cords of pulp wood last summer and but 20,000 
cords was all that was cut, according to President Frank L. Moore 
of the company. The tract is located back of Aldrich and the 
wood is being shipped by train to the plant. The requirements 
of the mill are from 20,000 to 25,000 cords a year. 


Has Exhausted Its Timber Tract 


Taggarts Paper Company has exhausted its timber tract in 
the Adirondacks and is now purchasing wood in the market. 
About 10,000 cords a year is consumed in the mills at Felts Mills 
and Great Bend. J. V. Baron, general manager of the company, 
said today that he succeeded in getting in enough wood from 
Canada last year to last until the summer of 1920. An order for 
3,000 cords from Millard & Rice of Copenhagen, already cut at 
Tug Hill and ready for shipment with snow for logging, will be 
delivered this winter. It was all cut and peeled last summer. 

The wood cut in Canada last year was not peeled, but was cut 
into four foot lengths and is being shipped in that condition. It 
is claimed that 20 per cent. is lost in bark and labor to ross such 
wood. Then there is the extra cost of shipment. 

The Remington Power & Paper Company is assured of a suf- 
ficient supply of wood, according to Mark A. Hanna, vice-pres- 
ident of the company. He said his concern has bought wood in 
six different places to assure a supply. With what is held on hand 
aud that to be delivered by early next summer the company will 
have an advance supply of a year. 
Canadian forests. The car situation being relieved there is nearly 
a normal condition on shipping. About 60,000 cords of wood a 
year is used by this company in the mills at Norwood, Norfolk 
and Raymondville. 

It is claimed that the wood from Canada, as a general rule, is 
not as good as that grown in the Adirondacks. It carries a 
larger per centage of balsam. While there seems to be a wide 
variation in the prices quoted, the range is generally fixed at from 
$18 to $21 a cord. It is expected that the end of the war will 
bring more lumberjacks and lower wages, and a reduction in the

Prosperity Ahead for News Print Mills 

The news print paper industry in this country is destined to 
enter upon its greatest: period of prosperity as one of the results 
of the great world war. Northern New York is recognized as 
one of the large production centers of America. There are many 
mills in thi§S section which are, it is believed, to. be rushed to 
capacity for many years to come to assist in supplying the mar- 
kets of the world. 

This opinion is held by local news print manufacturers .and is 
expressed today by Floyd L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis 
Paper Company, one of the largest print paper concerns in the 
country. He sees ahead increasing prices with a market for all 
the production the mills of this country can ship. The demands 
of America will first be satisfied, and then paper will be shipped 
to South America and Europe for prices that will give returns 
at least equal to the prices obtainable here. 

In speaking of the situation today President Carlisle said that 
in Finland, noted for its woodpulp industry, the increased price 
of print paper is causing embarrassment. The price of paper in 
Germany at the beginning of the war was 2 3/7 cents a pound and 
now it is 6. Of this the government is paying 134 cents a pound. 
In Finland before the war the price of paper was 2 3/5 and 3 cents 
a pound and at present it is 10% cents a pound. 
ing made to the government for relief. 

Mr. Carlisle said that such prices as these would make it pos- 
sible for local paper manufacturers to ship to those countries at 
a substantial profit. That while the government price of paper 
here is $3.75 a hundred, and the open market is paying from 4 
to 5 cents a pound, even these higher figures would not give the 
returns that could be obtained from 10 cents a pound in Finland. 

This situation leads local manufacturers to the conclusion that 
the future will bring big returns to news print manufacturers and 
will mean expansion along the line of new plants in the near future.

“We take this opportunity to say, that in our personal judgment 
based upon the various conditions that exist throughout’ our coun- 
try, and from such information as we are able to gather from 
manufacturers of paper, that there is not likely to be any change 
in prices in the near future. By this we mean several months. 
We have positive information of recent advance in prices of cer- 
tain raw material entering into the manufacture of paper, which 
will extend over quite a while. We shall be passing through a 
period of reconstruction, and it will take some time before certain 
changes can be made. 

“We have all lost the one customer who directly and indirectly 
has been our largest purchaser, and we must now return to former 
conditions, and through increased activity among our 
people, re-establish the various avenues for the consumption of 
merchandise.

“Some lower prices respecting certain lines of goods may be 
found among some jobbers who feel they are overloaded, and 
who may get a little nervous. This, however, should not be re- 
garded as any break or drop in the market.

Explanation of British Import License for Paper 


With reference to the relaxation of the British prohibition 
against the importation of paper and paper-making materials, in 
effect from December 6, which was announced in Commerce Re- 
ports of December 4, it is stated in the British Board of Trade 
Journal of November 26 that this concession applies only to im- 
ported materials for the manufacture of paper and cardboard or 
paper and cardboard manufactured wholly or mainly therefrom, 
and on condition that all paper manufacturers and importers or 
dealers shall, if required, supply to their registered customers by 
February 28, 1919, a quantity of paper a.d (or) cardboard as de- 
scribed above equivalent to a two-months’ proportion of the quan- 
tity to which those customers are entitled under the previous regu- 
lations, Import licenses and tonnage space will be granted to all 
importers, equivalent to two-months’ proportion of their present 
import licenses. According to Consul General Robert P. Skinner, 
London, December 5, the reasons given are the small requests for 
tonnage under recent allocations and the decrease in government 
requirements.

COMPLETING ITS NEW MILL 


Work on the New Plant, Dam and Power House at Stevens 
Point Is Progressing Rapidly—Workmen Are Now In- 
stalling the Paper Machinery—Factory Is of the Most 
Modern Construction in Every Respect——Paper Mills of 
the Fox River Valley Are Showing a Tendency to Slacken 
Operations Because of the Approach of Time for Taking 
Inventory—Unusual Action Against Paper Firm. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 17, 1918.—Work on the new paper 
mill, dam and power house of the Consolidated Water Power and 
Paper Company of Stevens Point, is progressing rapidly. The 
dam proper has been finished and a crew of men is now at work 
installing machinery. 

Six great water wheels are being installed to connect with six 
generators of 1,000 horsepower each. The old dam produced only 
250 horsepower. 

The great electrical crane with a lifting power of 25 tons has 
been installed and is in working operation. It is being used to 
set up the power producing machinery -at the dam. 

The power house building has been finished with wire for electric 
lights so that construction work can be carried on at night. 

Work on the paper mill is almost finished. The building proper 
was completed some time ago and workmen are now installing the 
machines. The factory is of most modern construction, well 
lighted and thoroughly ventilated. 

A smoke stack 140 feet high has been erected at the south end 
of the paper mill. It was constructed by the Bowland Construc- 
tion Company of St. Louis, Mo., and is of concrete and steel. 

Heat for the power house and paper mill will be supplied from 
boilers in the power house. 
400 horsepower. 

Early in the spring it is planned to beautify the grounds around 
the new buildings and establish a park. The factory occupies what 
was formerly one of the beauty spots of Stevens Point and the 
company plans to re-establish a park, which will be open to the 
public.

Fox Valley Paper Mills Less Busy 

Paper mills of the Fox River Valley are showing a tendency to 
slacken operations somewhat because of the approach of inven- 
tory time. It is reported there has been a noticeable falling off 
in orders due:-to a desire on the part of jobbers to reduce stocks, 
but the mills have very little stock on hand. Mill owners are dis- 
posed to continue operations even if all orders fall off, in order to 
lay up a stock rather than lay off their men. 

Mill men believe the present quiet condition of business is only 
temporary and that shortly after the first of the year business 
will pick up. Production has been hampered to a considerable 
extent because of illness among the working men. The influenza 
epidemic is still raging but with less intensity than a week ago. 
Many mills, however, are still running short handed. 

Mill owners are showing a disposition to take back men who 
left their service to join the army or navy and to give them their 
old jobs whenever possible. An Appleton newspaper a few days 
ago interviewed all mill owners in the city on that question and 
all expressed their determination to take back their old men. 

Because of a ruling that men essential to the paper business 
would be granted exemption from the service, a vast majority of 
skilled men remained at their posts during the war. Skilled men 
who have been replaced by others will probably find it harder to 
get back than those whose positions were taken by unskilled labor. 


There was no large increase in the number of women employed 
in paper mills, due to a ruling by the Wisconsin Industrial Com- 
mission that women could not be employed on the tours. This 
meant that women could only be employed nine hours a day and 
that during the day time. If women were to be employed on the 
tours the men would be obliged to work entirely at night, a 
plan which met with serious opposition. 

Wages are higher now than ever before. Only recently the mills 
awarded another salary increase to their employes. Mill employes 
in the Fox River Valley are now strongly organized, but relations 
between employer and employe are most amiable. Only recently 
the 1,000 mill men at Little Chute, Combined Locks and Kim- 
berly were organized by union leaders. 


Action Against John Strange Paper Ce. 

Testimony was taken by the Wisconsin Industrial Commission 
at Stevens Point last week in one of the most unique damage cases 
in the history of that body. The plaintiff was Darwin D. Wallace, 
who began an action against the John Strange Paper Company, 
now the Stevens Point Pulp & Paper Company, to recover dam- 
ages for the death of his father, Charles Wallace. The testimony 
showed that Wallace had died as a result of a sprained ankle 
received while at work in the mill. Blood poisoning developed as 
a result of the sprain and death followed in a few days. 

It was proven that Charles Wallace was suffering with diabetes 
before his injury and death was due largely to complications aris- 
ing from his diabetic condition. The law, however, does not per- 
mit the plea of previous condition to be used as a defense in a 
case of this nature and the paper company, through its insurance 
agency, will be compelled to pay. The hearing was largely to 
determine the amount of compensation. 


News of the Western New York Trade 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NraGara Fatrs, N. Y., December 16, 1918—The Public Service 
Commission recently authorized the Niagara Falls Power Com- 
pany to issue $2,000,000 worth of mortgage bonds under a mort- 
gage executed by the Hydraulic Power Company to the Bankers’ 
Trust Company of Buffalo. The proceeds of the bonds are to 
be applied to additions and betterments of the consolidated power 
companies here, which will increase the output of '' 
merged companies to the limit allowed by the treaty 
United States and Great Britain. 

Paui A. Achoeelkopf, general manager of the Ni 
Power Company, has been elected president of the Ni 
tion Railway Company, a subsidiary of the power con 
railway hauls cars to the paper industries and oth 
in the upper power district. 

The news of the death of Edward A. Weeks at his home in 
New York city yesterday was received here today with regret by 
all the large manufacturers. Mr. Weeks was a director of the 
Niagara Falls Power Company and one of the incorporators of 
the first power company in the Niagara district. He was one 
of the New York financiers who had faith in the power project 
here when hundreds of others of supposed broad foresight re- 
fused to invest their money in the proposition. That his keen 
judgment was right is attested’ by the wonderful success of the 
original power company and the untold benefit to humanity by 
the harnessing of the waters of the Niagara. 

Dr. Musgrove, M. P. P., has been asked by the Niagara Falls, 
Ont., Board of Trade to use his influence to compel the Ontario 
Hydro Commission to pay taxes to that city on its Ontario Power 
Company plant. It is claimed the taxes now total $74,000. Stam- 
ford Township is also after the Hydro Commission for back 
taxes. The commission is asked to pay Stamford $20,000 in full 
settlement of the claim, although the original claim last spring 
totaled $50,000.

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RECONSTRUCTION PROBLEMS 
CONSIDERED AT KALAMAZOO 


Paper Manufacturers, Printers and Members of the Allied 
Trades Have Enjoyable Dinner and Listen to an Interest- 
ing Address by the Advertising Counsel of the United 
Typothetae of America—Conservation of Wrapping 
Paper and Twine Promoted by the Edwards & Chamber- 
lin Hardware Co.—Bryant Paper Co. Makes Progress on 
Important Improvements.

KataMazoo, Mich., December 16, 1618—About 75 paper manu- 
facturers and members of the printing trade were guests of the 
Kalamazoo Ben Franklin Club last Monday evening. They enjoyed 
dinner and listened to an address by Charles H. Estey, adver- 
tising counsel of the United Typothete of America, who spoke of 
reconstruction problems. His address was particularly valuable 
to the printer, as he is engaged in a campaign to put that trade 
on a business basis. It interests the paper manufacturer to the 
extent that improved business methods will make it possible for 
printers to pay their paper bills more promptly than in the past. 
It is likely that a branch of the U. T. A. will be established here. 


Conservation of Wrapping Paper 

The conservation of wrapping paper and twine is being pro- 
moted by the Edwards & Chamberlin Hardware Company, of this 
city. Ata recent meeting of the Employees’ Benefit Association of 
that concern one of the features was a wrapping contest for cash 
prizes, in which the saving of materials was the principal element 
aimed at, though speed and neatness were also counted. The 
company estimates that by proper instruction it can save thousands 
of dollars annually in these materials alone.

Places for All Returning Soldier Boys 
The boys will soon be coming back home and the papermakers 
and allied trades in common with other local industries are pre- 
pared to give their old employes a cordial welcome back to indus- 
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trial life and activity. When the boys marched away at 


the 
call of their country and donned the khaki or blue, they were 


given to understand they wouldn’t have to return home and receive 


a cold shoulder. Their jobs would be waiting for them and they 
would be urged to step into their places of former days. 

The real influx hasn’t started as yet, but a few are back and 
practically have been put right to work. Only one or two instances 
are reported where papermakers have had to wait and those special 
cases will be satisfactorily adjusted. Not only are the paper mills 
going to take back their old help, but they are also planning to 
keep as many of the emergency help as is possible. In most cases 
the mills in this district are short handed and are quite eager to 
return to a normal labor basis as soon as possible. 

A representative of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL interviewed sevy- 
eral managers of the various companies and secured the following 
statements : 

Fred M. Hodge, president Kalamazoo Paper Company: “Sixty- 
nine of our men have gone into service and we have two gold 
stars on our flag. Absolutely every man will be taken back, that 
was understood when the men left and those who took their places 
knew it was temporary.” 

Frank H. Milham, president Bryant Paper Company: “One 
hundred and forty-six men have gone from our mills and we ex- 
pect to take back all who wish to come. We have already taken 
back two or three. We are short handed.” 

Bartlett C. Dickinson, president Standard Paper Company: “We 
have already taken back two or three men. Thirty in all went 
from our mill.” 

George P. Wigginton, president Kalamazoo Loose Leaf Binder 
Company: “We will certainly take care of all men who left us 
for service. We are very busy and can use the help.” 

Jacob Kindelberger, president Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment 
Company: “My parting to the men when they left to go into 
service was this, ‘May God’s blessing go with you, and when you 
return, men, your job is ready for you.’ So far as the other men 
are concerned, we will take care of them, too. The business is 
increasing and we will need them. Thirty-five men have gone from 
this plant.” 

Robert L. Pease, secretary of the Hawthorne Paper Company: 
“Every man of them absolutely. Twenty-one men have gone from 
the Hawthorne mills into service. We will also have work for 
all the men who have taken their places. As yet none of the 
soldiers from this plant have been discharged from service.” 

William Loveland, president Watervleit Paper Company: 
expect to take our men back. That has been the understa 
all along. Our one machine plant furnished 58 men to the se

Some small idea may be gained of the vast amount of car 
used by our army when it is realized that of the 30 Spring 
cartridges alone, which are packed ten in a paper board box and 
separated by paper board partition, that there was being made 
over 1,500,000 boxes and partitions daily to accommodate these 
cartridges.

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Obituary 


Col. Joseph B. Westnedge 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaALAMaAzoo, Mich., December 14, 1918.—Col. Joseph B. West- 
nedge, “Fighting Colonel Joe,” of the 126th Infantry, is dead in 
France. His end came as result of heart failure. News of his 
death came to his family to-day in the form of a cablegram. It 
also bore the message that he is buried in France. 

Kalamazoo is literally crushed by the news. He was the idol 
of the war in this city. His wonderful fighting ability had been 
ably demonstrated in the drive on the St. Mihiel salient, where 
his regiment was pitted against the famous Prissian guards and 
drove them from the field in flight. Colonel Joe was right out in 
the thickest of the fighting and where the shot and shell were 
flying. He literally had his uniform ‘shot off him, and was the 
idol of his men.

He was one of the noblest contributors to the cause of liberty 
made by the paper trade. Before the declaration of war against 
Germany he was assistant manager of the Western Board & Paper 
Company, being appointed to that position by President A. E. 
Curtenius. When mere youths and known as Alf and Joe these 
boys worked together in the old plant of the Kalamazoo Paper 
Company. A strong friendship sprang up between them and when 
Mr. Curtenius was placed at the head of his own mill, he imme- 
diately engaged Westnedge as his assistant. 

Colonel Westnedge came of a fighting family. He was coura- 
geous and self-reliant as 4 boy and equally so as a man. He 
never asked any of his men to go where he wouldn’t venture him- 
self. They knew that and worshipped him. He attended Kala- 
mazoo College in 1895, 1896, 1897 and 1898 and was one of the 
greatest football players ever produced by that institution. As a 
young man he enlisted in Company C, Michigan National Guards, 
and demonstrated his fondness for military tactics by rising to 
the rank of colonel. He was one of the very few National Guard 
officers able to retain their rank after being absorbed by the 
great army that was gathered to fight the Hun. 

His brother, Richard Westnedge, gained fame in the Spanish- 
American War and died in the Philippines, where he was serving 
as a physician. Richard Westnedge was given command of the 
city of Galveston, Texas, at the time of the tidal wave that swept 
that city and entailed such an enormous loss of life and property. 


By the vigorous methods common to the Westnedge family, he had 
marshal law declared, shot down rioters and robbers without 
mercy, but brought order out of confusion and saved the city. 

Colonel Joe is survived by his aged mother, a wife and two 
children, and a sister. 

Ever since the signing of the armistice Kalamazoo people have 
been waiting for news that the boys were coming home. All plans 
had been perfected to stage the biggest welcome in the history of 
this city. Now that death has intervened and taken this gallarit 
soldier all that remains is talk of what might have been. 


James Courtney 
James Courtney, who for the past nineteen years has been a 
member of the firm of Darmstadt, Scott & Courtney, paper stock 
dealers, of 178 South street, died suddenly at his home in Hoboken 
last Wednesday morning. Mr. had attended to his 
business, apparently in the best of health, on Tuesday, and it was

not until 2 o’clock on Wednesday morning that he received a 
fatal heart attack. 

He was 58 years old, and he had spent the greater part 
life in the paper stock business. He came to New York 
Mobile, Ala., when he was sixteen years old, and after w« 
for a short time for the firm of Hart & Newberg went intc 
iness for himself. This business venture did not prove er 
successful, however, and later at 28 years of age he gave 
to become a salesman for the firm of Darmstadt & Scott. ( 
was successful in this capacity from the start, and in 1902 he was 
admitted to partnership in this firm. 

Mr. Courtney never married, and he is survived by a mother, 
aged 81, two brothers, and two sisters. 


William W. Quinn

66, for many years master mechanic at the Miami Paper Com- 
pany’s plant in West Carrollton, died last week after an illness 


extending over a considerable period. For 25 years he served in a 
responsible position in the Carrollton mills, but during the past 
two years had not been actively engaged at the plant, having 
practically retired. He was a prominent citizen of the town and 
was at one time a member of Council and Board of Public Affairs.

“RESOLVED, That every pulp and paper manufacturer of Canada 
shall be asked to refuse to purchase any goods of German or 
Austrian manufacture, and that the strictest scrutiny shall be given 
to all goods stated to be of Swedish, Dutch or Swiss origin, and 

“FuRTHER, That every purchasing agent shall be notified of this 
resolution. 

“Be It Atso Resotvep, That a copy of this resolution be for- 
warded to all allied trade associations with the request that it 
receive similar attention.” 

The impressive work of the association being done under the 
live direction of Secretary A. L. Dawe is also demonstrated by a 
little pamphlet which has just been sent out, entitled “A Scrap 
of Paper,” which gives the following interesting suggestions about 
the reconstruction period: 

For four long years the civilized world has fought for the main- 
tenance of national honor as represented by “a scrap of paper.” 

Less than a month has passed since “The Day,” and great 
problems of peace and reconstruction loom large on the horizon. 

Already the reaction from rigid restriction has set in and “the 
man in the street” who has cheerfully worn last year’s clothes, 
carried his unwrapped boxes, eaten his wheat substitutes, econo- 
mized on his stationery, read his emaciated journal is “through.” 
Fed up, as Bairnsfather would say. 

Why not? It is human nature. 

What store does not take pride in the make-up of its package? 


What responsible business house does not consider the influence 
exerted by the quality of its stationery? 
_ The advertising man says once more “Paper does express.” 

The lithographer and the printer prepare again to do justice to 
their art. 

Did you ever spend an autumn in the woods? 

Probably you have spent some time in a lumberman’s shanty. 

This year has been a bad time for logging, with nearly 5,000 
trained Canadian lumberjacks in France, and yet, as the head of 
the Forestry operations says, “They are the men who blazed the 


trail for the Allied advances.” 
Why did England’s effort fail at the Somme—lack of ties to lay 


the rails on. 

The logging season is over and the crop is small. 

It seems a long way from the Forest to the Stationer and the 
Printer and yet the way is clear—first from the log, then from 


pulp and paper and from the printer to the purchaser.

Wages in the Paper Mills 
of Labor Statistics 
paper mills in August of last year and this year for a comparison 


The Bureau received reports from 49 
of employment. These mills reported that in August of last year 
they employed 22,937 persons, increasing to 24,275 in August of 
this year, or an increase of 5.8 per cent. The pay rolls in these 
49 mills increased from $369,018 in August last year to $524,023 
the same month this year, or an increase of 42 per cent. 
Reports were also received from 48 mills showing the employ- 
ment in July of this year to be 23,085, increasing slightly to 23,209 
The payrolls in 
these 48 mills increased from $465,663 in July to $498,600 in 


August, or an increase of 7.1 per cent. 


ir August, showing an increase of .5 per cent. 


The Bureau also reports the following changes in wages in 
paper mills in August for this year: 

“An increase of approximately 25 per cent with an additional 
bonus of 25 per cent to all employees was reported by one firm; 
and one mill granted an increase of 25 per cent, but failed to give 
An increase of 15 per cent 
Two establishments 


the number receiving the. increase. 
was given to all employees in two plants. 
reported a 10 per cent increase, affecting 15 per cent of the force 
in one, and all except the office force and salaried foremen in the 
other. All of the employees in one plant were granted an increas¢ 
of about 10 per cent, while another firm gave an increase of 
approximately 10 per cent to 40 per cent of the force. An average 
increase of 3 cents per hour was received by all of the employees 
in one establishment, and another concern gave an increase of 
50 cents per day, but did not state the number affected. One 
establishment reported an increase of 20 cents per day to the 
éntire force, except to a few men whose salaries were advanced 
30 cents per day and a few women whose wages were raised 25 
cents per day. One plant reported an increase, but failed to give 
any further data.” 
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Cost Section Meets at Buffalo 

A meeting of the Cost Section of the American Pulp and Paper 
Association was held at the Hotel Lafayette, Buffalo, on December 
12 and 13. Over seventy firms were represented at the meeting, 
and all the delegates showed a most remarkable interest in the 
proceedings, not only at the regular meetings, but also at the in- 
formal “round table” discussion. 

At the meeting a new organization was formed with D. C. Bur- 
chelle, controller of the Eastern Manufacturing Company, of Ban- 
gor, Maine, as president. This new organization formulated a 
plan of co-operative cost accounting among paper mills. 

A co-operative committee will be appointed to carry out the 
idea of cost education for paper mills. The new plan will be out- 
lined in the near future and the proceeds of the convention will 
be published in pamphlet form for distribution among the paper 
mills early in January. 

The meeting started on December 12 with a conference supper 
at the hotel. The supper was followed by the round table discus- 
sions. On the fifteenth a meeting was held which lasted from 10 
A. M. until 5 P. M., and at which various cost problems were 
discussed. 


Italian Sulphur Under Government Control 

The largest single industry in the Palermo district is sulphur 
mining, writes Consul Robertson Honey. Some years ago this 
was much more important than to-day. Of a total of 750 mines, 
but 450 are in operation at present. This is due partly to the 
lack of labor and partly to the increased cost of production in 
certain mines, which makes their operation unprofitable. The 
amount produced formerly was about 400,000 tons, but this was 
reduced to 233,000 tons in 1916 and to 177,000 tons in 1917. The 
stock on hand in Sicily at the end of 1917 was 156,802 tons, as 
compared with 155,372 tons in 1916. Exports were 163,062 tons 
in 1917, as against 397,073 for 1916. 

The Italian Government controls the entire production of 
sulphur and prohibits exports except under license. The Italian 
refineries use about 180,000 tons a year, so the present rate of 
production leaves little for exportation. 

Prices range from 228s. ($55.48) per ton f. 0. b. 
for thirds to 235s. ($57.18) for unmixed seconds. Refined sulphur 
sells for 300s. to 350s. ($73 to $85.16) per ton. As American 
sulphur is cheaper than Sicilian, it is believed that should freights 
become normal it will be possible to import American sulphur.

Oneida Paper Co., Stevens Point, Wis. 
The new paper mill that has been under construction at Stevens 


Point, Wis., has just been incorporated under the name Oneida 
Paper Company, naming George W. Mead, D. R. Mead and G. L. 
Gidings as incorporators, All of these men have had wide experi- 
ence in the paper business, which will insure the success of the 
new enterprise. G. L. Giddings will be resident manager, and the 
sales of the product will be handled from the mill office. 

The mill building is finished, being of brick and concrete, 400x126 
feet, two stories, and of the very latest design of paper mill con- 
struction With special attention given to lighting and convenience 
of arrangement which will make for ideal working conditions. 

Two paper machines are now being erected. One is a cylinder 
tissue machine trimming 80 inches, the other a Yankee machine, 
glazed type, trimming 126 inches of paper. Space for a third 
machine was provided in the building and will be installed at an 
early date. The mill will grind its own wood, having a capacity 
of 15 tons a day, which can easily be increased to 35 tons. 

The product will consist of tissue and light-weight papers in 
which Mitscherlich sulphite fibre is largely used. The plan is to 
convert the entire product into specialties such as toilet paper, 


waxed papers, bread wrappers, printed wrappers, tablets, paper 
napkins, etc, 


The mill has its own water power, there being about 6,000 
horsepower in the new development, which will be ‘ample to take 
care of any’ enlargement of the mill that may be desired later. 
Steam will be used for heating and drying paper only. 

About -100 people will be employed, which makes a‘ desirable 
industrial addition to Stevens Point. 


Waste Material Dealers Meet 


The regular quarterly meeting: of the’ National Association of 
Waste Material Dealers was held at the: Hotel Astor on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of this week. The event of most importance 
which occurred at the: meetings was the formation of a foreign 
trade division. This division will look out for the interests of 
the association’s members doing an export business. E. J. Keller, 
of the firm of E. J.. Keller.&.Co., was elected..chairman’ of the 
new division. 

At the meeting of the paper stock division, the possibility of 
appointing a committee of paid employes from both the paper mills 
and paper stock dealers to settle any disputes that may arise were 
discussed. 


Want News Print Case Reopened 


The American Newspaper Publishers Association has requested 
the attorney general to re-open before the Federal Trade Com- 
mission the matter of the price of news print paper. This request 
is the outcome of a long controversy which started last spring 
when the Federal Trade Commission fixed a maximum price for 
the sale of print paper, -The decision by the commission affected 
ten large manufacturers of this kind of paper. These manufact- 
urers later appealed to four circuit court judges to have this 
maximum price raised, and in this they were successful. The 
present appeal by: the publishers is to have the matter again re- 
viewed by the original arbitrating body.

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New York Market Review 


Orrice or Tme Paper Trape Journat, 
Wepnespay, December 18, 1918. 


The paper market in New York is still very quiet. Merchants 
are taking advantage of the quiet season, however, to make their 
plans for the coming year, and to re-adjust their business, as 
far as possible to meet the conditions of peace. 

The demand for news print paper has not been quite as active 
this week as it has been in the past, but prices have held firm 
notwithstanding. Without exception, quotations on all grades 
of news print have remained steady, and in view of the poor de- 
mand dealers are greatly encouraged. 

The market for fine papers is not very strong at present, but 
prices have been maintained in spite of a poor demand. As has 
been pointed out in these columns before, there is enough fine 
paper in the market at present to, meet the demands of con- 
sumers, and dealers will not go into the market. for paper again 
until they have taken stock and completed their business for the 
present year. 

The poor coarse papers has forced quo- 
tations down on of kraft, and it is thought 
likely by dealers that quotations on several grades of manilas 
will also drop before the end of the present dull season. In all 
events prices for coarse papers are on the downward trend, 
and just how far they will fall before the market resumes its 
old activity is hard to tell. 

Only the fact that board prices are very low at present, has 
prevented quotations in this market from dropping any further. 
The demand is very poor for all grades of board just now, but 
dealers are hopeful that it will not be long before the market 
will resume its former strength. 

Tissue papers are also in very poor demand right now. The 
price of No. 1 white tissue has already fallen to $1.35@$1.50 
because of this weak condition of the market, and it is thought 
probable that other grades may be soon forced to follow. The 
one feature of the ‘market, however, that has kept quotations as 
high as they are now, is the Government demand for roll tissue. 
Had it not been for this demand it is quite likely that tissue 
prices would be much lower than they are now.

Chemical Pulp 


The market for chemical pulp is still more or less inactive. 
Dealers report that they are not receiving many inquiries from 
mills and as a result quotations on domestic pulps are low. 

High prices for foreign pulps have been maintained, however, 
for several reasons. Foremost among these is the fact that war 
prices for Scandinavian pulp must be retained until next May 
when the next shipments of pulp are expected. Navigation is 
now closed in practically all Scandinavian ports, and such ship- 
ments of pulp as are now either on the docks or on the ocean 
were contracted for at the high war prices. In addition to this the 
Scandinavian countries have had a big demand for their pulp.from 
France, England and Spain and it is only the fact that the exchange 
has improved more than 20 per cent that has kept prices for this 
pulp as low as they are now. Finally it must also be remembered 
that manufacturing costs are still very high in Scandinavia, and 
there is little possibility of their coming down in the near future. 


Ground Wood 


The fact that production is steadily declining as the weather 
grows colder, has lent strength to the ground wood market. Al- 
ready water power is being made useless by the fact that streams 
are freezing, and in addition to this there is a scarcity of wood. 
These two factors have made the market very firm in spite of the 
fact that the demand for ground wood is not at present very 
strong, Prices have remained high, whereas under other condi- 


tions they would probably have fallen off, and ground wood is 
still selling in the east for $30 @ $34. 


Rags 

The rag market is still seasonably dull. Mills seem indisposed 
to buy rags at any price, and as a natural result nearly all grades 
of rags are being quoted at a lower figure this week than they 
were last. 

The market is in such a state just now that a real order would 
probably secure any grade of either new or old rags, at any figure 
within reason that the buyer might name. However, when every- 
thing is considered, it must be remembered that present quotations 
will rapidly advance as soon as mills again seek rags in great 
quantities, so the outlook is not as bad as it may seem. 


Paper Stock 

The market for old waste papers continues very weak. Qudta- 
tions on nearly all grades of paper stock have again been lowered 
this week, and as the market is doubtless on the downward trend, 
they may soon go even lower than they are now. Ledger stock 
is the only item on the list which is at present in demand, and even 
this grade is not very active. The biggest price drop of the week 
was made by No. 1 old manilas, which are now selling for $1@$1.10, 


Twine 
The twine market continues very firm. While it is true that the 
demand for twine is not very strong now, it is also true that twine 
production lately has not been very great. The scarcity of all 
fibres from which twines are made has curtailed production and 
at present it does not seem that production will be any greater 
until after the next jute crop is harvested. 


Flood Prevention in Miami Valley 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 9, 1918.—That Middletown, Hamilton, 
Dayton and other Miami Valley paper mill centers are safer from 
flood than they have ever been, and that in the event of high 
water it would be an easy matter to remove the machinery from 
the bed of the stream at the various places mentioned, was stated 
today by Col. E. A. Deeds, E. A. Rentschler and Henry Allen, of 
Troy, members of the Miami Conservancy Board, who are inspect- 
ing the improvements at various points. 

On Friday a number of newspaper men from this and sur- 
rounding towns visited all of the sites of the dams which will 
hold the ‘flood waters in times of high water. detention 
reservoirs are under construction, and the work is progressing 
in such manner that within another year the dams will be of 
actual service and a great measure of protection will be afforded. 
Already the Great Miami River channel has been deepened and 
widened in this city and at Hamilton, while the levee is being 
strengthened at Middletown. 

The channel work at Middletown also is progressing satisfac- 
torily and has reached the stage where real protection is felt. 
At Hamilton many buildings have been moved, and the river 
work is not so far advanced as in Dayton. The levee in North 
Dayton is six feet higher than before conservancy work began. 
Two ten-hour shifts are working the drag line in the central 
part of Dayton, as in the northern suburbs, and practically no 
time is lost. 

At Hamilton the rear ends of the Black-Clawson plant and the 
Sterling paper mill have been condemned. That portion of the 
paper mill which will not be removed will be turned over to the 
Black-Clawson Company and will be used by the paper machine 
manufacturers for foundry purposes. The paper mill of the 
late J. Howard Friend interests, will be removed entirely. All 
of the machinery in the mill, including a new 126-inch Rice, 
Barton & Fales machine, which has never been set up, is to be 
sold, if it already has not been, by Charles W. Shartle.

NEWS OF THE TRADE IN AND ABOUT CHICAGO 


Cuicaco, December 16, 1918.—The general condition of the paper 
trade of the city has been good during the past week. Prices 
remain about the same. The mill representatives and the dealers 
are not looking for much change until after the first of the year. 
Business is rather quiet, but there is a brisk inquiry which prom- 
ises well for the early months of the new year. If the manufac- 
turers of paper were producing at their full capacity, the rather 
weak tonnage demand in this market and other large markets of 
the country, would probably result in lower prices. However, the 
mills are still bothered with a shortage of material as well as 
labor, and are unable much more than to ship enough paper to 
meet the demand. Prices are therefore inclined to be firm, in 
spite of the lull which has struck the market. The slack period 
is causing no surprise in the trade, for it always comes about 
this time of the year. Few mill visitors have been in this city 
during the week, but a number of them are expected to be here 
looking for business after the first of the year. 


Lee Paper Co. Fails 

The paper trade here had a mild sensation last week in the 
failure of the Lee Paper Company, a small jobbing concern at 703 
South LaSalle street. The company called a meeting of creditors 
after finding itself unable to meet its debts. A creditors’ committee 
was placed in charge, and after a preliminary investigation con- 
firmed the company’s claim that it was insolvent and no longer 
able to continue business. Another meeting of the creditors was 
then held and it was determined to place the committee in charge 
of the business for the present. The company has liabilities which 
may reach $45,000, and its only material asset is a stock of paper 
worth about $9,000. The accounts receivable amount to several 
thousand dollars, but are regarded as worthless, or nearly worth- 
less. Gross mismanagement is apparent in the conduct of the 
company, according to the statement of a member of the creditors’ 
committee. George and Fred Lee are the owners of the company, 
which is an incorporated concern. The firm has been in business 
for nearly twenty years. Mills both in the Middle West and East 
have large claims, the two largest being held by the Monarch 
Paper Company and the West Virginia Pulp & Paper Company. 
By avoiding the court fees incident to bankruptcy proceedings, it 
is hoped to realize enough out of the stock and accounts receiv- 
able to pay 15 cents on the dollar. 


General Trade News 
George Moser, president of the Moser Paper Company, has 
been at his home in Oak Park for some weeks past as the result 
of illness, Mr. Moser is the only man in Chicago who has been 
in the paper business here more than fifty years. He hopes to be 


able in the near future to go down to his office again. 
A. M. Forsythe, of the Forsythe Paper Company, was forced 


to stay at home for a couple days last week as the result of an 
attack of rheumatism. 





Walter Bermingham, of the New York office of the Bermingham 
& Prosser Company, was a visitor in the city this week. Louis 
Simon, who is connected with the Kalamazoo branch of the com- 
pany, was also a visitor at the main office in the Otis Building. 

George Seaman, president of the Seaman Paper Company, re- 
turned this week from New York, where he has been on business. 

George Olmsted, president of the National Paper Trade Asso- 
ciation, was out of the city on business last week. Mr. Olmsted 
was making an eastern business trip. 

Paper jobbers of the city are unanimous in their support of the 
agreement with the printers not to sell paper to their customers, 
except direct mill shipments in large quantity. The printers have 
been much bothered on account of the practice of some of their 
customers in running to the paper jobber to get their stock of 
jobs. The printer has not only lost a profit on these occasions, 
but the customers have frequently bought the wrong weight or size 
of paper, preventing the printer from doing his best on the job. 
The paper jobbers have never liked to sell around the printer in 
this manner, but have generaliy taken the business, each jobber 
believing that if he did not sell the man some other fellow would. 
Now the situation seems to have been adjusted to the satisfac- 
tion of everybody, and the new rule will go into effect January 1. 
Mr. Buyer of printing, after that date will be informed by paper 
jobbers that he cannot buy his paper direct, but must leave that 
little matter to the printer who is doing his work. 

H. W. Suter, manager of the cardboard department of the 
Champion Coated Paper Company at Hamilton, has returned to the 
mill after spending a few days in the city on business. 

Paper dealers were invited guests at a meeting of the catalogue 
publishers, held last week at the Hotel LaSalle. The catalogue 
printers are looking for some big business after the first of the 
year, and are now receiving hundreds of requests for estimates 
from prospective customers. To secure a more uniform price on 
each grade of work is the aim of the printers. Too much ridicule 
has resulted from the wide difference in the bids on the same job 
submitted by various printers.

ALUM.-—+All grades of alum continue scarce, but the fact that 
alum is not in great demand at present has kept the market steady. 
Present quotations are: Lump ammonia, 6@7%c., and powdered 
alum, 7@8%c. Lump potash, 11@12c. per pound. Chrome potash, 
20@21c. per pound, and chrome ammonia, 17@19c. per pound. 

BLANC FIXE.—The demand for blanc fixe has not improved 
greatly during the week. The market has been rather dull all 
week, and the number of sales made was not great. The price 
continues, however, $55@60 per ton in pulp form. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The domestic demand for bleaching 
powder has not increased to any appreciable degree this week, 
but the export demand continues very strong. Prices have 
remained steady and present quotations on bleaching powder are 
2%c. for spot stocks, and 3%c. packed in export drums. 

BRIMSTONE.—No diversion from the usual routine of the 
brimstone market has been noted this week. Producers are 
having no trouble in disposing of the bulk of their output and 
sales and shipments are being made regularly. The price con- 
tinues at $25@30 per ton at the mine. 

CASEIN.—The feature of most importance in the casein market 
this week was the modifying of the embargo on imported casein. 
Casein was placed on the restricted import list some time ago, 
but the Government has now modified this order to permit the 
importation of 500,000 tons of casein a month. This change has 
had a great effect on casein prices, and present quotations are 
19@22c. 

CHINA CLAY.—With clay production still somewhat behind 
because of recent heavy rains down at the clay mines, the market 
continues steady. The demand has not been as great as usual, 
but the scarcity of clay has kept prices firm. Present quotations 
are: Crude domestic, $9@10, and washed at the mine, $11@13. 
Foreign clays range in price from $12@20, according to the grade. 

ROSIN.—There has been but little change in rosin quotations 
this week, in spite of the fact that the market is at present on 
the decline. The demand for all grades of rosin is seasonably 
light and an unsettled condition in the market prevails, Prices 
quoted on papermakers’ grades of rosin are as follows: E, 
14.80@15; F, 14.80@15; G, 14.85@15. 

SATIN WHITE.—Satin white continues in fairly good demand. 
Manufacturers are producing enough to supply this demand, how- 
ever, and they are making deliveries within a short time after 
the receipt of orders. The price continues 24%@2™%c 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York 
City, the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe 
starch, in bags, $3.87; in bbls., $4.09. Buffalo corn starch, in bags, 
$4.05; in bbls. $4.27; Eagle finishing starch, in bags, $4.82. 
Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bags, 
$5.49; in bbls., $6.35; Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90, fluidity (ma- 
chine packed), in bags, $5.44; in bbls., $6.21. 

SODA ASH.—There has been no great improvement in the 
demand for soda ash this week. The market shows an easing 
tendency, and while prices have remained firm all week, there is a 
great possibility that quotations will drop very soon. Present 
prices are: 2.30@2.60c. in bags, and 2.70@2.90c. in bbls. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—The continued scarcity of the 
materials from which sulphate of alumina is made has greatly 
decreased production of this product. However, there is but little 
demand for sulphate of alumina at present, and these two factors 
have held the market steady. Prices now being quoted are 
24%@3c. for the commercial grade, and 31%4@4c. for the iron free. 

TALC.—An active export demand for talc has been felt since 
the signing of the armistice, and this, coupled with a good domestic 
- demand, has made the talc market very strong. High prices have 


been maintained because of this condition, and talc is now being 
sold at $15@20 per ton. 


Burmus Paper Co. Makes Improvements 


West Duptey, Mass., December 16, 1918—The $60,000 job of 
the Burmus Paper Company, which includes spanning the Quine- 
baug River, the erection of a concrete dam and power house, is 
going along smoothly under the direction of Engineer McGovern. 
It is expected that it will be completed in a few months. The 
company is planning other extensive improvements which will 
enlarge the capacity of its plant. 

President John Burby says that the plant is running night and 
day in filling its orders and expects that prosperous conditions will 
be had for a long time to come. President Burby says he does 
not look for any drop in wages at his plant, in fact he says condi- 
tions may be the reverse.
